In advocacy of a resolution urging 
Congress to provide hydrographic sur- 
veys, data to be reported and appro- 
priations for preliminary work, C. C. 
Wright of California, in advocacy of 
the measure, said: 


“We are trying to meet on compro- 


| mise ground. On the one hand there 


are those among us who believe that 
the. United States government ought 
to be asked to build irrigation works 
and provide the arid lands with sys- 
tems of irrigation. On the other hand ° 
there are those here who think it best 
to ask the government to cede these 
lands to the States and Territories 
within which they lie, imposing no con- 
ditions whatever, and allow the States 
and Territories unlimited jurisdiction 
to deal with the lauds as their Legts- 
latures may elect. 

“The respective proponents of these 
two parties stand at the extremes of 
this controversy. In my judgment 
either plan is impolitic and impossible: 
of execution. The East will never be 
brought to concede that the money of 
the government shall be expended in 
the construction of irrigation works for 


‘the development of one section of the 


country when it shall receive no cor- 
responding expenditure of the public 
funds. If I thought it possible that I 
am mistaken in my position I would 
gladly join hands with you in advocacy 
of the plan to this end. 

“No man, woman or child in all the 
great West can have an objection to 
large expenditures by the government 
for the benefit of the arid and semi- 
arid lands. The question is one of pol- 
icy. It seems useless to contend for 
such a policy. Nor does it seem to me 
to be the wish that these lands should 
be unconditionally ceded to the States, 
if the government were willing, which 
it is not likely to be. If such action 
were taken by the government the 
Legislatures would almost certainly 
make an improvident disposition of 
them. Lobby influences become tre- 
mendously strong when great profits 
may be made out of corrupt ———- 
tion. 

“Now we come to the mean course. 
It. is that the government shall permit 


| the © States and Territories in which | 


ing the management of the Congress, 
the courtesy of the railroads in giving 
special rates; thanking the city of 
Phoenix and the local committe for 
hospitality,,and a message of greeting 
to the Southern Irrigation Society.

great storage dam on the Gila River, 
Arizona, near Florence, primarily for 
the purpose of supplying Water to the 
Pima and Maricopa tribes of Indians, 
whose supply for irrigation is gone, un- 
der the encroachment of the white set- 
tlers at the headwaters of the stream: 
that the Indians referred to have ever 
been the friends of the white man, and 
yet, through the latter’s encroachments, 
have been reduced by loss of fields and 
crops to penury and degradation;: that 
the construction of the dam specified 
would be upon lines indicated by. the 
complete governmental hydrographic 
survey lately made, and that the cost 
of the darh would not be in excess of 
the amount so soon required to feed 
and support the Indians in idleness, .

NEW YORK, Dec. 17.—(Special Dis- 
patch.) One of the largest nuggets of | 
pure gold of which record has been | 
made that was ever found in either 
North or South America is now in the 
office of Carter, Hawley & Co., in the 
Wall-street district. It was found in 


rerth coast of South America, in No- 
yember. It is an irregular honey- 
combed triangular plate about ten 
inches long on the base line by six and 
one-half inches thick. It weighs 15.64 
pounds troy and seems to pure 
enougn to sell for $20 an ounce, or $3753 
for the whcle mass. It will be put on 
exhibition within a day or two. 
_ The original owner was H. F. de 
Freitas, a citizen of Paramaribo, who 
has for some years worked sandbar 
placers found in the creeks tributary 
to Surinam and Saramacca, the two 
largest rivers of the country. Only 
crude, old-fashioned wooden §sluices 
were used, but some of these operators 
have made tens of thousands of dol- 
lars. De Freitas, a year ago, staked a 
claim on a sandbar in the Commewijne 
River, a branch of the Saramacca, in 
the new district. It was here that the 
nugget was-dug out last month. | 
ter being viewed as a great curi- 
osit% by the Governor of the province 
and the leading bankers the nugget 
was sent here to advertise the coun- 
try’s rich resources. Though the ex- 
change rate ordinarly prohibits such 
shipments, the .Dutch rulers believe 
that their country is rich in that meial 
and that if they can attract Yankee 
attention and enterprise down that

According to the records, the nugget 
is the largest but two of pure gold ever 
found in the Americas, although the 
old-time Spanish miners may have 
found larger ones.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.—An effort 
was made while the Senate was in 
executive session to secure reconsid- 
eration of the vote by which the Sen- 
ate agreed to adjourn until Monday, in 
order, it is understood, to permit oppor- 
tunity to present a report tomorrow 
on the Cameron resolution in case one 
is agreed upon by the committee. The 
motion was made by Senator Carter, 
after a conference with Senator Cam- 
eron. 

The friends of the resolution appar- 
ently did not realizé that the adjourn- 
ment of, the Senate until Monday next 
might have the effect of delaying a 
report until after the adjournment had 
been decided upon. They then co@e 
cluded that as these tactics would 
leave only two days before the holidays, 
their measure might be crowded out 
entirely until well into January. The 
Senate declined to consider the motion, 
but acted promptly upon a contrary 
motion by Senator Aldrich to adjourn. 

The incident and the inference drawn

Mr. Nelson (Rep.) of Minnesota op- 
posed the head-tax idea as a tax on 
humanity. He particularly opposed the 
Elkins amendment, as it purported to 
aid American shipping by putting the 
head tax on immigrants coming on for- 
eign steamship lines, which controlled 
94 per cent. of the immigration. Mr. 
Nelson said that the American mer® 
chant marine could not be built up on 
any such methods. 

‘Mr. Elkins said the foreign steam- 
ship lines ransacked Europe to get em- 
igrants, sending paupers and criminals. 
There was about $8,000,000 in this busi- 
ness, and he believed the American 
ships should get a good share of it. 

Mr. Chandler opposed mixing aid to 
the American steamship lines with the 
immigration question. 

Mr. Perkins (Rep.) of California sup- 
ported the amendment, saying every 
aid should be given to the American 
lines to offset the heavy -subsidies 
given English, French and German 
lines. The Pacific Coast was overrun 
with the servile labor of China, until 
the government restricted this class of 
immigration. But another danger men- 
aced that Coast, for the Japanese (the 
Yankees of Asia,) were coming in great 
numbers, the Japanese goverhment 
subsidizing Japanese lines at the rate 
of $31,000 for one round trip. He felt 
it to be most desirable that a tax be 
put on these Japanese immigrants as 
would be the effect under the Elkins 
amendment. 

Mr. Hill (Dem.) of New York spoke 
against the amendment as proposed, 
ostensibly for revenue and actually for 
something else. If Senators desired to 
raise revenue they could introduce reyv- 
enue bills. This amendment embodied 
the “principle of protection run mad.” 

This cleared the way for the final 
vote on the bill, which, on roll-call, 
was passed as amended, yeas, 72; nays, 
10. Those voting in the negative were: 
Senators Blackburn, Blanchard, Caf- 
fery, Lindsay, Mills, Mitchell of Wis- 
consin, Morgan, Murphy, Palmer and 
Vilas, all Democrats. 

As the measure as passed is a substi- 
tute for the House bill, a conference 
Was ordered, with Messrs. Lodge, 
Chandler and Faulkner as conferees 
on the part of the Senate.

INTERSTATE COMMERCE. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.—The Senate 
Committee on Interstate Commerce ex- 
amined District Attorney MacFarlane 
of New York regarding the trust reso- 
lution introduced by Senator Chandler, 
Mr. MacFarlane said he honed to get 
the case through the Circuit Court ot 
Appeals at the term beginning January 
19, and if the Department of Justice 
would agree to a formal submission 
of the case, it might be advanced and 
@ decision reached in the United States 
Supreme Court_in the early spring. He 
declared that he had fought the case 
earnestly, and upon that he 
believed to be sound. 

Mr. MacFarlane said one of the defects 
in the Interstate Commerce law was 
that there is no definition of what a 
pooling of freights was. The suit, he 
said, brought against the Joint Traffic 
Association was to test the agreement 
on its face and not upon what might 
be its intention not expressed. 

Senator Chandler gave a lively turn 
to the inquiry by strongly insisting that

called special attention, to articles 
and 17 of the traffic agreement, con- 
tending that the articles meant that 
the association could divide its earn- 
ings among the roads, and that it 
ghould have been the leading point 
presented in the case, Senator Wolcott 
contended that the articles could not be 
construed to mean a division of the 
receipts because the money might 
have been received from the sale of 
bonds or from any other sources.

Mr: MacFarlane next spoke of the 
difficulty encountered in finding judges 
who were not disqualified from trying 
the case by reason of holding stock in 
some of the various companies who 
were parties to the agreement. Of the 
eight judges in the jurisdiction’ where 
the suit was brought, Judge Wheeler 
was the only one not disqualified for 
this reason. 

Senator Wolcott said that it indi- 
cated what was well known, that pro- 
fessional men and persons of small 
holdings invested in these securities 
and collectively hold a large amount. 
This development seemed to surprise 
the committee, which discussed the 
question whether or not the Supreme 
Court judges were disqualified to try 
the case when it came before them. 
Mr. MacFarlane explained that there 
being so many roads in the Joint Traffic 
Association, it was not singular that 
judges held stock, and added that 
Judge Lacombe had qualified himself 
to try the case in the, Circuit Court of 
Appeals by disposing of the stock he 
held. No action was taken looking to 
further investigation by the committee.

THE SIOUX CITY ROAD.

The line is now practically owned by 
the Chicago and Northwestern Com- 
pany. The company says it is not 
earning more than sufficient to meet 
its first-mortgage bonds, and that it 
is impossible for it to meet its full 
obligation to the government. 


BIMETALLIC UNION PROGRAMME. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.—The Exec- 
utive Committee of the American Bi- 
metallic Union has reached a deter- 


‘mination to enter at once and with 


vigor upon the work of thoroughly 
educating the people of the country 
upon the merits of the silver ques- 
tion, extending the organifation of 
clubs to every section of the country. 
Its work will be conducted through the 
agency not only of literature, but, in a 
larger degree than heretofore, through 
the medium of public lectures and 
meetings. 

The committee has revised the con- 
stitution of the Bimetallic Union and 
enlarged its scope. The object of the 
organization, as stated in the revised 
7 of. the constitution, is as fol- 
ows: 

“To reéstablish fn the United States 
the bimetallic system of money, as it 
existed from the foundation of our 
government down to 1873, instead of 
the present unjust standard of gold 
alone, and to preserve the regulation 
and control of all currency in the 
hands of. the general government, in 
order by these means to stop the 
continual rise in the value of money 
and falling in prices of property, with 
the consequent loss of em#loyment and 
decline in the earnings of labor, and 
to relieve the unjust and unnatural 
advantages to the people of the silver- 
using countries in competition with 
our farmers and manufacturers: con- 
ditions that must forever attend our 
present system and necessarily pre- 
vent the return of prosperity to our 
people. Any person who agrees with 
these objects may become a member 
of the union on payment of $1. Pro- 
vision is made for the establishment of 


local unions throughout the country. 


Headquarters will remain in Washing- 


ton, with branches in Chicago and 
San Francisco.”

“Of present conditions the Cuban 
question is daily assuming more threat- 
ening aspects. The cause of her pa- 
triotic citizens, struggling through 
carnage and conflagration in the un- 
alterable determination to break their 
yoke of bondage or perish to the last 
man, battling heroically to earn for 
themselves and their posterity the lib- 
erty our example has taught them to 
covet, appeals most powerfully and 
pathetically to the American sense of 
justice and fair play, and cannot 
much longer appeal in vain. 

“The dictates of humanity and our 
own vast interests in Cuba demand 
that this government shall extend tc 
that oppressed and ill-governed island 
the protection of the eagle and the 
shield, and to command that this. in- 
human war of butchery, spoliation and 
destruction shall stop and Cuba be left 
frea to cultivate the arts of peace 
and develop her resources under a gov- 
ernment of her own choice and crea- 
tion. The attitude of the British gov- 
ernment furnishes another of the pres- 
ent conditions which Americans cannot 
contemplate with indifference. -

called his attention sharply. He has 
been warned also that he must satisty 
those planters who ask to be permitted 
to resume work on sugar and tobacco 
plantations, and to avoid giving 
grounds by his severity for such claims 
for damages as not only America, but 
Engiand, France and any are 
pressing. 

“Gen. Weyler seems to be aware 
that he is losing favor in Spain, with 
the public, with the government, and 
even more so at court. He is trying 
to create an impression that the Span- 
ish parties in Cuba are npt so dis- 
satisfied with his military and political 
conduct as are the press and people 
at home. 

“Premier Canovas feels bound to per- 
severe in his war and repression policy 
without making any except official and 
unofficial overtures to the United States 
government, so long as Gen. Weyler 
and the Spanish parties in Cuba hold 
out a hope of early results from the ef- 
fects of Maceo’s death upon the in- 
surgents.

The loss is estimated at $600,000. The 
noxious vapors which filled the interior 
prevented the firemen from entering the 
Casino and fighting the flames from the 
inside.

The pas- 
sengers slept in the cars, and were sup- 
plied with breakfast by the company. 
Three of the trains arrived in the city 
tonight, twenty-six hours late.

In one case the law has been upheld and forti- 
fied in a most important particular, but the 
outcome of the others has either emphasized 
the defects of the statute or left its further 
interpretations so doubtful and uncertain as 
to increase the difficulty of efficient adminis- 
tration. ‘ 

The general discontent with present trans- 
portation conditions, the report says, as shown 
by petitions from many sections for the en- 
forcement of the statute, emphasizes the ne- 
cessity for amending the law so as to give 
greater force and finality to the findings and 
decisions of the commission. 

In April last the commission requested the 
carriers to show how far, up to April 1, their 
equipment had been made to conform to the 
requirement of the safety-appliance act re- 
lating to couplers and train brakes, which be- 
| came effective January 1, 1896 plies were 

received from 1690 companies. Of the 35,898 
locomotives mentioned in these reports 80.63 
per cent. have’ driving-wheel brakes. Of the 
33,233 passenger cars reported in use, 97.02 per 


cent. are fitted with train brakes; 1,217,064 of 
the freight cars are reported, of which 29.58 
} per cent. have train brakes and 37.41 per 
cent. are equipped with automatic couplers.

SHARKEY WINS AGAIN 


THE INJUNCTION AGAINST THE 
BANK IS DISSOLVED. 


The Superior Judge Makes Note of 
the Fact That the Anti-Prize-fight 
Law Was Disregarded, 


BANKER LILIENTHAL'S DICTUM. 


WILL REFUSE TO CASH THE CHECK 
FOR THE PRESENT, 


Corbett Appréves the Articles for a 
Fight with Fitzsimmons — The 
Latter Has not Vet Seen 
Them—Race Results, 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

SAN FRANCISCO; Dec. 17.—The 
fight between Sharkey and Fitzsim- 
mons for the possession of the $10,000 
purse was concluded today when Judge 
Sanderson of the Superior Court dis- 
solved the injunction restraining the 
Anglo-Californian Bank from cashing 
the check. 

The counsel for Sharkey called the 
attention of the court to the State 
law forbidding prize fighting, between 
which and glove contest,’ he main- 
tained, there was no difference, and he 
therefore argued that a case involv- 
ing the possession of a purse for prize 
fighting had no standing in court. The 
judge concurred in this view, and said 
he would have terminated the proceed- 
ings earlier had that point been called 
to his judicial attention. The court 


the civic Board of Sunervisors had no 
more power to legalize a prize fight than 
to sanction a duel. The decision con- 
cluded as follows: 

“There is no question in my’ mind 
that the parties in this engagement, or 
exhibition, or whatever you call it— 
the camplaint calls it a boxing con- 
test—are indictable under the law, and 
that the peovle who witnessed it are 
amenable as law-breakers. I under- 
stand that these exhibitions are given; 
and they are given because the peo- 
ple and the police wink at them. But 
no court will recognize any such pro- 
ceeding. And there is no doubt in my 
mind that this injunction should be 
dissolved, and it would have been dis- 
solved if the motion had been made 
immediately upon the heels of issuing 
it, as the court in fact exnected. 

“The order to dissolve the injunction 
will be granted, and the complaint be 
stricken from the files.” 

The whole proceeding was over. Fitz- 
simmons and Julian looked decidedly 
glum, while their attorneys looked re- 
signed. Sharkey was there to witness 
his triumph. Fitzsimmons’s attorney 
said that the court’s decision ended thé 
fight for the nurse. He admitted his 
client was knocked out by the law. 

Neither Sharkey nor Lynch, his 
backer, presented the check for pay- 
ment to the Anglo-Californian Bank 
this afternoon. Manager Lilienthal of 
the bank stated to an Associated 
Press reporter that he would decline to 
cash the chéck pending the disposition 
of several writs of garnisheements 
against the amount of the purse. The 
reports were current, subsequent to 
the decision, that Sharkey and Fitz- 
simmons, with their backers and sec- 
onds, as well as Groom and Gibbs, the 
two proprietors of the National Club, 
had been arrested. No one applied for 
warrants of the fighters or their asso- 
ciates, however, and Chief of Police 
Crowley safd he had taken no action 
looking to the arrest of the pugilists. 

RUMORS OF INDICTMENTS. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 17.—Rumors 
were current this afternoon that Shar- 
key, Fitzsimmons and their seconds 
and backers. as well as members of the 
National Club, had been arrested for 
violation of the law against prizefight- 
ing. Up to 3 o’clock no warrant had 
been issued and Chief Crowley had 
taken no action looking’ to the arrest 
of any parties to the fight. 


CORBETT APROVES THEM. 


It Now Remains for Fitzsimmons to 
Sign Articles. 
THE TIMES’ SPECIAL WIRE.’ 

NEW YORK, Dec. 17—(Specia! Dis- 
patch.) Corbett signed articles of 
agreement at Taylor’s Hotel, Jersey 
City, today, to fight Fitzsimmons to a 
finish on March 17, next, for a purse of 
$15,000, at a place to be designated by 
Dan Stuart, thirty days from the above 
date. When Corbett had read the ar- 
ticles and Stuart had satisfied him he 
would get the forfeit in case Fitz- 
simmons failed to appear in the ring 
he got upon his feet, and, looking 
around the room, said: — 

“IT want to state that when Fitz- 
simmons said I wanted the side stake 
‘peduced he lied. To prove this, I will 
insist upon a side stake of $10,000 a 
side, and I want that to be inserted 
in the articles. 
not want to fight for a side bet, why, 
he can simply cross this stipulation 
out of the agreement, and I will fight 
him for the purse alone.” 

“Maybe Fitzsimmons will not want 
to have a side stake,” interposed 
Stuart. ‘He has had to subsist on con- 
siderable dead fruit at ’Frisco lately, 
and may not be well fixed.” 

“Well, then, let say ‘s0,’’ Cor- 
bett said, who was growing excited, 
“and I'll fight him for 10 cents. I 
have done everything’ to meet him.” 


-F"«That’s right,’ said the Texan, “but I 


can’t see where this argument comes 
in. It appears to me this side-bet busi- 
ness is a matter for you and Fitzsim- 
mons to decide. Why don’t you wait 
until Bob comes here and then see him 
about it?’ 

“Not on your life,” reterted Corbett 
warmly, “I have made up my mind 
never to speak to Fitzsimmons until 
I gethiminaring. He has deliberately 
broken agreements with me, and I am 
tired of it. However, if you don’t 
want to put that in articles, why leave 
it out.” 

The articles were then dictated to 
the reporters, when Corbett made his 
first vehement protest. When the 
paragraph about Stuart reserving all 
privileges was read, Corbett leaped to 
his feet and exclaimed: ‘What is 
that? What privileges? Let me see 
it.” When he saw the clause in ques- 
tion he turned white, gazed steadily at 
Stuart, who was crimson in the face, 
and shouted: ‘Foxy old Dan, eh? So 
you worked a neat game, did you? 
Going to take a picture of the fight, eh? 
Where do I come in? I'll bet Fitzsim- 
mons is in on this. I am going to get 
just as much out of the fight ag Fitz- 
simmons, and if there is picture-tai:- 
ing I'll be in on it, or there will be 
no fight.” 

Stuart was cool, and pacified Corbett 
by offering to cut the clause out if 
Corbett. believed there was anything

Hemp in Batte County. 


(Exchange:) The hemp planted near 
Gridley has attained an enormous 
height, a great deal of it being about 
sixteen feet tall. This is a great suc-. 
cess when one considers that the first. 
three feet of the hemp stalk will pay 
the expenses of sowing, cutting, crush- 
ing and preparing the fiber for the mar- 
ket. The hemp after it has reached the 
proper stage for cutting, is mowed 
down with an ordinary mower. It is 
then allowed to lay on the ground and 
go through what is called retting. 
After a required length of time has 
elapsed the hemp stalks are shocked up 
in a similar manner to corn. It is then 
hauled to the crushing mill, where the 
stalks are run between two. heavy cog 
cylinders. This breaks up the wood in 
the stalk, which is afterward easily 
separated from the fiber. This fiber, 
when properly prepared, commands 4 
market price of between 7 and 8 cents 
per pound, and the cost of shipping is 
nominal compared with’ the selling 
value. If this experiment proves suc- 
cessful, and all indications are very 
flattering that it will, we wil! undoubt- 
edly see in the course of the next few 
years hemp fields scattered all along 


our river bottoms.

“T 
Want to be home for Christmas dinner 
with mother.” 

During the hours after daylight the 
train was cheered at every station. In 
the train sheds tt Chicago the major 
returned the salutations of hundreds. 
As he passed through the station a 
crowd of several hundred cheering and 
shouting people rushed after him. 

Mr. McKinley’s evening was devoted 
to receiving visitors, as the afternoon 
had been. A number of place-hitnters 
tried to gain access to the President- 
elect during the evening, but were 
turned away by the police. With the 
exception of a half-hour'’s drive in an 
open buggy with his host, he did not 
leave the McWilliams residence during 
the afternoon. 

Three policemen in citizens’ clothes 
were on guard at the McWilliams resi- 
dence all night. Officer William Mc- 
Carthy remained in the vestibule of the 
house all night, Officer J. W. Cody 
patrolled the sidewalk in front and 
Officer McAuliffe did duty in the rear of 
the house. Mr. and Mrs. McKinley will 
devote a considerable part of tomorrow 
to driving, providing the weather is 
pleasant.

Bartlett Pears. 


(Commercial Bulletin:) Maj. C. J. 
Berry, manager of the Visalia Fruit 
and Land Company’s orchard near Vi- 
salia, stated to a representative of the 
Hanford Democrat a few days since 
that he rggeived 9% cents per pound for 
his drie@ Bartlett pears last season, and 
there wes a demand for all he had. He 
states that Germany would buy all 
the dried pears cured if they were 
properly dried. His method of drying 
pears is as follows: He picks his pears 
when matured, but before they are ripe 
places them on trays that are placed 
one on another, where they are ‘left to 
thoroughly ripen. When they are fully 
ripe he cuts them in half, sulphurs for 
twelve hours and then places them in 
the sun, skin side down, for one day, 
after which they are placed in sweat 
boxes and piled up in a dark room un- 
til ready for market. It is important 
that the fruit should be ripe and that 
it should be sulphured twelve hours 
and kept in a dark room after remain- 
ing in the sun one day. Our pears are 
free from codlin moth and the woody 
fiber found in the meat of fruit raised 
in other portions of the State, and this 
creates a demand for them at good 
prices.

On motion of J. F. O'Sullivan of Bos- 
ton to amend the reports by providing 
the executive councils shall reorganize 
the stationary engineers, an animated 
discussion occurred. Chairman Penna 
of the Committee on Organization in- 
sisted the stationary engineers needed 
more local unions, and then good na- 
tional or international organization. 

Delegate Duffy of Kansas City de- 
fended the engineers, who are not 
grouped like coal-miners, printers and 
others, and therefore not so easily ors 
ganized. 

Delegate, Mahone of the Street Rafl- 
way Union insisted that the executive 
council should perfect an organization 
of engineers, as these men can do more 
than others for protection of labor g0- 
ing out with strikers. The engineers 
had defeated the purpose of the strilt- 
ers by remaining at their engines. 

Delegate Thompson insisted that the 
engineers were ready to coéperate with 


.the other wage-earners. 


Delegate de Long cited the strikes 
at Chicago, where the work went om 
because the engineers furnished power 
while new men took the places of 
strikers. The amendment of O’Sullf- 
Van to refer the application of station- 
ary engineers to the executive councfl 
With instructions to extend the local 
unions and organize the National Une 
ion, carried unanimously. O'Sullivan 
then moved to amend the report on 
organization further, so as to instruct 
in the coming executive council to ore 
ganize all wage-earners, unskilled ag 
well as skilled. The amendment wage 
carried. The report of the committee 
was then approved. 


Delegate Fitzgerald presented a re-. 


port from the Committee on Grievw- 
was adopted, granting 
hény, N.Y. o the brewers of Al 

Delegate Mahone of the Street Rafl- 
way Union created a sensation at noon 
by rising to a privileged “question, 
Stating that damaging rumors were 
being circulated against the general 
officers, and moving that a committee 
of five be appointed to tnvestigate the 
charges. Mahone would not name the 
charges, but the rumors were generally 
‘conceded to be in connection with the 
annual election of officers. All officers 
denied any knowledge of the rumors. 
The motion to table Mahone’s motion 
was lost: yeas, 13: nays, 59. 

Warner moved that Mahone be re- 
quired to present his charges in writ- 
ing at the afternoon session. Many 
bitter speeches followed, mostly di- 
rected against Mahone’s action. Dele- 
gate Varnell had heard rumors. | 
charge, he said, was the willful negli- 
gence of the officers. He thought {ft 
would not be denied by some of them. 
Warner’s motion carried; yeas, 40; 
nays. 20. 

It is stated by the delegates that the 
charges against the other officers are 
smade by Secretary McGraith, who has 
a memorandum showing instances of 
willful negligence in coéperating with 
the officers of different unions during 
the strikes. The principal charge is 
that the officers coéperated with cer- 
tain political leaders during the re- 
cent campaign, and some of those who 
revoked the commission of W. C. 
Pomeroy as organizer were themselves 
guilty of using their official prestige 
for political purposes. 


Beet Sugar in the South, 


(New York Shipping List:) In the 
North American Review for Septem- 
ber, M. E. Sowers has a very sugges- 
tive article entitled ““An Industrial Op- 
portunity for America.” The writer 
proceeds to show that there are great 
possibilities in the culture of the sugar- 
beet: in this country. The manufac- 
ture of beet-sugar is a great industry 
in Germany and France. France pro- 
duced 750,000 tons in a recent year of 
record, and Germany gave the world 
no less than 1,213,689 tons during the 
same year. Both countries did @ 
large crport business in the product. 
Commenting on Mr. Sower’s article, the 
Atlanta Journal says: 

“While no effort has been made yet 
to raise the sugar-beet in the South, 
those who are familiar with that veg- 
etable and with our soil believe that 
it can be grown here as successfully 
as in the West. Mr. Hartman left 
Atlanta several weeks ago for Gere 
many to bring back a large number 
of people from that country who will 
settle on lands which he has pure 
in South Carolina. This colony will 
make the first experiment in the South 
with sugar-beet. Mr. Hartman is @ 
native of Germany, and is familiar 
with the methods of cultivating the 
sugar-beet and the process by which 
the sugar is extracted from it. He 
is an expert agriculturist, and from 
close study of the soil in this section 
and experiments with kindred crops 
he is convinced that the sugar-beet 


ean be grown here very successfully. 


He predicts that his colony in South 
Carc‘ina will produce within a few 
years a great quantity of beet-sugar 
and will introduce in the South an in- 
dustry which will prove immensely 
profitable to this section.” 


The Southern Cow Pea. 


(California Fruit Grower:) A num- 
ber of inquiries have been received 
asking for information regarding the 
cow pea. The Southern cow pea is in 
reality a bean, and varieties are as 
numerous as of corn, or potatoes. The 
black pea is perhaps the best, matur- 
ing in from sixty to ninety days, with 
hot weather and a warm soil. Ip 
seeding, two to two and one-half bush- 
els to the acre are sufficient, and it is 
put in with a drill sixteen to twenty 
inches apart. Planting should not be 
done until the weather is settled and 
the ground warm and not too wet, as 
the so-called pea easily rots. One or 
two cultivator workings are sufficient. 
It is very valuable to mix with corn im 
alternate loads for the silo. The mix- 
ture gives nearly a balanced ration and 
obviates the necessity of using bran, off 
meal and other muscle makers. 
vines may be mowed with a machine 
and fed green or made into hay. Being 
a broad-leaved plant, the curing re- 
quires care. It is common to place the 
wilted vines in small stacks, let stand 
until cured, then house when still 
damp enough to be moved without 
breaking or losing the leaves. Safely 
under cover the grower can rest as- 
sured that the horses, cattle and hogs 
would eat it greedily and thrive. For 
turning under, as a fertilizer it ranks 
next to crimson clovér. The time te 
do this is when the first pods begin to 
mature. It is rich in nitrogen. Seed 
in Baltimore is worth 65 to 75 cents per 
bushel.

The Southern Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany (of Kentucky,) by devious meth- 
ods best known to its officers and 
agents, is seeking to create the im- 
pression that the harbor controversy 
is “a fight between two railroads.” 
Nothing could be farther from the 
truth than such an assertion. There is 
no contention in this matter “between 
two railroads.” The controversy is 
wholly and exclusively between the 
people on the one side and the South- 
ern Pacific Railroad corporation on the 
other. The effort of the latter to be- 
cloud the issue by setting up the claim 
that the conflict of interests is simply 
between rival railroads is in keeping 
with the insincere and decestive meth- 
ods usually employed by C. P. Hunt- 
ington and his agents to accomplish 
their purposes.

CLERICAL IMMORALITY. 


There was a time, not so very long 
ago, when the duties of a Christian 
minister were simple and easily de- 
fined. To preach “Christ and Him 
crucified,” to point the way to salva- 
tion, to minister to the spiritual wants 
of those who were hungering and 
thirsting for the Bread of Life, to walk 
in the quiet and peaceful ways of 
righteousness—these, in years gone by,

The “sphere” of the 
Christian minister has been enlarged. 
If we are to accept the dictum of Rev. 
McLean, Rev. Wilson and other local 
Parkhursters, the preacher of today is 
expected not only to expound the 
Word, but to regulate the affairs of 
the universe, in general, and of the 
municipality in which he resides, in 
particular.

Consolidation of old and worked-out 
mining counties that were created in 
the flush times of forty years ago 
seems to be one of the problems that 
will rise to confront the incoming 
Legislature.

As a straw for Populist orators to# 
pick their teeth with, the New York 
Herald cites that only twenty-two sav- 
ings banks in the State of New Hamp- 
shire have suspended within the past 
two years, with a total of $17,000,000, 
of which over $4,500,000 will be lost to 
the depositors. Most of these banks 
had invested their deposits in mort- 
gages upon western farming property 
which became valueless through the 
craze of Populism.

AT THE PLAYHOUSES, 


LOS ANGELES THEATER. Enam- 
ored of the fame made by Du Mau- 
rier’s uncanny Trilbyan character, 
Svengali, Wilton Lackeye, a consum- 
mately clever actor, has had con- 
structed as a vehicle for exploitation 
of his talents a play entitled “Dr. 


Belgraff,” in which he made his initial 


appearance at the Los Angeles Theater 
last night. As a study in the science 
of the hypnotic influence of one mind 
over another, “Dr. Belgraff” may serve, 
but it is a play that will gain neither 
lasting nor popular favor. It is wierd, 


unnatural and morhid, a fit companion 


for “Dr. Jeckyl and Mr. Hyde,” in 
which Richard Mansfield gave audi- 
ences the shudders as long as they 
would stand it. 

To be sure, ‘Dr. Belgraff’’ is less of- 
fensive than was the stage edition of 
Stevenson’s creepy story, but it is of 
that class, a thing fit only for those 
with unnatural appetites. 

It is the story of a German chemist, 
who devotes his life to the discovery 
of an explosive so deadly that war 
will become impossible. He has a 
pretty sister, and it is the aim of his 
life: to place her in the station = to 
which she aspires. But the zealous 
scientist while toiling away in his un- 
derground labratory, has not time to 
look after the comings and going of 
his sister, and she becomés the victim 
of Sir Geoffrey Langham, a young 
rou& When Dr. Belgraff learns of this 
he resolves upon revenge, and purposes 
sacrificing Langham’s sister Agnes. She 
attempts to warn her brother’s victim 
of his character and falling under the 
hypnotic power of Dr, Belgraff re- 
veals to the scientist the fact of his 
sister’s dishonor. Agnes Laugham is 
in love with Gerald Fenton, who is 
so unfortunate as to fall into a quar- 
rel with Geoffrey, her brother, and a 
fued ensues. Langham and Belgraff 
meet in the latter’s labratory and 
when asked to right the wrong to 
Bertha Belgraff, he sneers at thé prop- 
osition. This so enrages the German 
chemist that in a fit of madness he 
grapples with the man who has 
wronged his sister, overturns. and 


smashes the lamp, leaving the stage | 


in utter darkness, and when the lights 
come in, it is seen that Langham has 
been murdered. At this moment Agnes 
Langham comes in, and discovers Dr. 
Belgraff bending over .the prostrate 
form of her brother, . Recalling the 
fact of his hypnotic power over Agnes, 
Belgraff places her under his com- 
plete control. He guides her by his 
suggestions, making her say that she 
saw Gerald Fenton, her lover, murder 
her brother, but an insanity expert sep- 
arates the pair, and the real criminal 
is disclosed. In the interim Belgraff 
becomes addicted to the use of brandy 
because of remorse that he loses his 
grip on the mind of Agnes and when 
the denoument comes, the new Svengali 
is leaning in a corner dead from a dese 
of poison with his arms stretched out 
that the officer’ may fasten the gyves 
upon his wrists. . 
Mr. Lackaye makes (the ‘most of the 
possibilities in this play. His work 
is full of wonderful power and many 
of the scenes are thrillingly impres- 
sive, but even Mr. Lackaye’s conceded 
ability is not great enough tv lift the 


drama out of the gloomy and unreal 


atmosphere which surrounds it. | 

Marie Wainwright made an ideal 
Agnes, but it is a most uncongenial 
role for so talented an actress. Many 
of Miss Wainwright’s lines were lost 
to the audience because of her ex- 
tremely low tones, but otherwise her 
appearance was artistic and pleasing 
to a degree. 

Forrest Robinson was excellent as 
Gerald Fenton. He has a magnificent 
voice, and enunciates in a way that 


“gives vividness to the reading of the 


lines. C. W. Couldock, that gallant 
veteran of the stage, while he has 
little to do in “Dr. Belgraff,”’ does that 
little with a fire and spirit and nat- 
uralness that is wholly § delightful. 
When Mr. Couldock came on last even- 
ing he was given a round of applause 
as warm and extended as it was sin- 
cere. 

Caroline Franklin is a young woman 
who should 
enunciation. Every word ske -utters 
comes across the footlights cl or 
and distinct as though they Me ad 
struck on a piano. and she gave the 
rele of Bertha Belgraff all the dis- 
tinction it deserved. Alicé Evans does 
a capital bit of playing in the role 
of Mary. Byron Douglas made a 
picturesquely elegant villain. and Alf 
Hampton was effective as Pelcher. 

The play is adequately staged and 
the company throughout is far above 
the average.

Good Qualities of the Satsuma. 


(A, H. Manville in Florida Agricul- 
turist:) In orange-planting for profit, 
the Satsuma has two distinct and ex- 
ceptionally desirable qualities, namely, 
early ripening and hardiness.’ On ac- 
count of its earliness the fruit brings 


high prices and on account of its hardi-. 
ness it is planted further north and in 


colder localities than other oranges. 
he Satsuma is now pretty well 

known in market the October and No- 

vember price currents ranking it, for 


value, first in the orange list. At this’ 


season, when ordinary oranges, arti- 
ficially colored to a_ pale and lifeless 
yellow, are either sharply sour, or else 
flat and insipid, the Satsuma, as it 
comes from the trees, is golden yellow, 
as bright and fully colored as we are 
wont to see oranges at Christmas, and 


the interior is not disappointing. The- 


segment sacs, deep, translucent, orange 
yellow, the color of ripeness, are burst- 
ing full of rich, sweet, exquisitely-fla- 
vored juice, all its qualities fully devel- 
oped. 

The. profitableness of this fruit (and, 
incidentally, its productiveness and 
bearing-young qualities) are’ very forc- 
ibly illustrated by the following facts 
regarding the Satsuma orchard of G. L. 
Taber, at Glen St. Mary, Fla: In 1890 
422 trees were planted, mostly 15x15 feet 
apart (too close,) occupying less than 
two and one-fifth acres. In 1892 they 
bore six boxes; in 1893, 171 boxes, net- 
ting $2.15 per box; in 1894, 284 boxes, 
netting a fraction over $3 per box. 
(October shipments in 1893 netted $3.19, 
and in 1894 over $3.50 per box—all should 
have been marketed in October.) No 
effort was made to obtain a special 
price. The fruit was shipped through 
the Florida Fruit Exchange, took regu- 
lar course, being sold in Boston at pub- 
lic auction, and the sales can be veri- 
fied by the published catalogues. Three 
dollars a box net for the crop is, per- 
haps, unsurpassed for oranges in 1894; 
and $800 net from two and one-fifth 
acres of fruit trees, planted less than 
five years, is certainly a creditable 
showing for any fruit in any section. 

While it is true that no crop was ob- 
tained in 1895 from the trees above re- 
ferred to, owing to the effect of the 


“big freeze’ of that year, it is worthy. 


of note that the trees survived without 
greater injury; in view of the fact that 
the location is considerably north of 
the usual range of oranges (within 
eight miles of the Georgia line, about 
the latitude of Baton Rouge,) and the 
further fact that the records for a cena~ 
tury and a half show no previous cold 
of equal severity. 

That the Satsuma is the hardiest or- 
ange known—that the Satsuma will 
stand more cold on trifoliata than on 
any other stock—is clearly shown by the 
experience of the past ten years. In 
the gulf region the Satsuma stood the 
freeze of 1895 as well, or better, than 
other oranges in the orange region of 
the Florida Peninsula, and it is appar- 
ent that, with this variety and this 
stock, orange culture is entirely feas- 
ible much further north and in colder 
locations than with other varieties and 
other stocks. 

The Satsuma is being extensively 
propagated on the hardy trifoliata (cit- 
rus trifoliata) stock. The trifoliata is 
the native wild orange of Japan, where 
it has been used time immemorial as 
a stock for the cultivated varieties. Or- 
ange-growers have been experimenting 
with it in this country for some twenty 
years, and its value here as a stock for 
citrus fruits is now generally recog- 
nized. It is a vigorous grower, de- 
ciduous, entirely hardy as far north as 
Washington. As above stated, the 
Satsuma, the hardiest orange we have, 
is more resistant to cold on trifoliata 
than on any other stock. 

While the Satsuma does not make as 
large a tree as the ordinary varieties 


of oranges on orange stock, it makes as 


large ‘a tree as is desirable’ in “open 
ground culture. I have seen ten-year- 
old trees (Satsumas) that were nine 


j feet high (branched at the ground) 


with eighteen feet spread of branches. 

The advantages of the trifoliata as 
a stock are its. vigor and strong vital- 
ity, its resistance to adverse conditions 
as well as to the attacks of insects 
and diseases, its quality of increas- 
ing the hardiness of varieties worked 
upon it. and of ripening the fruic early 
in the season. While the trifoliata is 
especially desirable as a. stock in re- 
gions north of the usual range of or- 
ange planting, and in exceptionally 
cold locations in the orange belt. its 
desirability is by no means confined 
to such sections, it is one of the very 
best stocks wherever the orange is 
grown. 

The fact that the trifoliata has been 
considerably used for the propagation 
of small orange trees for house cul- 
ture, and for grounds at the north, 
where the trees must be removed in- 
doors in winter (for which it is espe- 
cially well adapted.) has led to the 
impression that varieties worked upon 
it were necessarily very much dwarfed. 
This is erroneous, in open ground cul- 
ture oranges upon trifoliata stock are 
not dwarfs in this diminutive sense, 
but make good, sizeable trees. In the 
1895-96 catalogue of the Glen St. Mary 
nurseries, many reports were given as 
to the size attained by varieties of or- 
anges and other citrus fruits on this 
stock, showing that’ small growing va- 
rieties (of Mandarin class) varying in 
age frorn five to nine years, ranged 
in height and spread from eight to 
twelve feet, while’ other varieties,’ at 
seven years, were fifteen feet high. The 
trifoliata itself grows*to a height of 
twenty to twenty-five feet, how high 
varieties of oranges worked upon it 
will attain it is impossible to say, as 
we have as yet no full-grown trees in 
this country... When we consider that 
trees on this stock usually branch at 
the ground, and the measurements (see 
above) do not include several feet of 
stem, they indicated a head of good 
size, and it appears that the orange 
and other citrus grow as large as is 
desirable upon trifoliata. This modér- 
ate size and spreading habit is really 
a decide advantage. More trees can 
be planted in the same space, the 
fruit is more easily gathered, while 
the trees can be better managed, and 
suffer less from wind and storm. 

Public attention has been more par- 
ticularly directed. to the value of the 
Satsuma for locations subject to in- 
jurious frosts, and for the region above 
the orange belt, but it is also a desir- 
able variety for south Florida and the 
orange district proper. Under date of 
July 18, 1896, W. J. Lewis of Mango, 
Hillsborough county, writes me as fol- 
lows: “I had one Satsuma orange tree 
before the freeze. It was 6 years old, 
budded on rough lemon stock, and bore 
heavy crops after it was 3 years old. 
While this tree did not grow as vigor- 
ously as the common orange, it made a 
fair growth every year. The Satsuma 
does well in this part of the State on 
the sweet orange stock, and fairly well 
on the grape fruit (Pomelo,) but it will 
not do. at all on the sour orange. It 
seems ‘to be best on the rough lemon. 
I have never seen a Satsuma on trifo- 
liata stock.” On July 15, 1896, W. A. 
Legate of Tampa writes me as fol- 
lows: ‘‘Prior to the ‘bie freeze’ I had a 
number of bearing Satsuma orange 
trees, also quite a number that were 
not bearing. I have budded a good 
number for other veople. mostly on 
sweet orange stock. My largest trees 
were budded on. rough lemon stock. 
and were quite vigorous growers and 
bore heavily. I. did not consider that 
it paid to bud Satsuma on grape fruit 
(Pomelo) stock, as the trees did not 
grow as well as on other stock. Sweet 
orange stock was better, and I pre- 
ferred rough lemon stock to any other. 
I consider the Satsuma aée valuable 
fruit, and think it will pay to give them 
a larger place in our groves. I have 
had no experience with the trifoliata 
stock.” Testimony along this line— 
showing the desirability of the Sat- 
suma for south Florida planting—could 
be multiplied indefinitely. It might be 
well to add that, as compared with the 


trifoliata, the chief objection to the 
rough lemon as a stock for the Sat- 
suma is its lack of hardiness.

' & ‘sensational story was printed in 
‘the Record last evening, declaring that 
the Los Angeles Rolling Mill had 
closed, being the “victim of the Steel 
Trust,’—whatever that may be—and 
of internal differences in the Execu- 
tive Committee or Board of Directors. 
Incidentally, the impression was she ag 
to be created in the article that . 
“guperbly-equipped plant” of 
scort owned by the mill cannot be 
maintained under the conditions that 
exist in this city. The article said: 

“The steel trust recently raised the 
price of steel billets to almost a pro- 
hibitive figure, and the advance in 
freight took away: what little: margin 
of profit was left. There were 1560 men 
employed who" were thrown out 
work by the “closing “and what they 
will do if the place does not reopen 
no one can tell.’ 

R. H. Herron is quoted in the arti- 
ole as saying that if arrangements can 
be made to handle certain finished 
material, now held in collateral secur- 
ity by a creditor, the institution can 
“pull out.” Otherwise a receiver will 
have to be applied for. 

Mr. Herron is the -chairman of the 
Executive Committee which manages 
the affairs of the concern. He _ ex- 
pressed surprise, when seen last even- 
ing that such statements should. have 
been printed, as coming from him. 

“IT have not talked with a Record 
reporter today,” or any other day,” 
said he. “The inference drawn by that 
paper from the fact that about. ten 
days ago the mill shut down, is unwar- 
ranted and unjust. The price of steel 
billits has been raised, but there is 
still a profit in the manufacture of 
steel after the billets have been 
brought here from Chicago, Pittsburgh, 
or Philadelphia, and then sold in San 
Francisco. We have enough orders 
now to keep the mill running for at 
jJeast five months. Mr. Chamberlain, 
the general manager of the mill is now 
in San Francisco, closing up a contract 
for work: that will keep the mill run- 
ning three months. 

“The mill was closed simply be- 
cause the operating expenses and more 
particularly the salaries paid in certain 
departments of the mill, have been 
such as to. make it impossible for the 
stockholders to receive suchareturn on 
the capital invested as, they are en- 
titled to. When the schedule of 
salaries is adjusted and that 
will be done in a very short time, the 
mill will resume operations, and the 
only change made will be a more equal 
distribution of profits all along the 
line. The assets of the mill are so far 
above its liabilities, that, to speak of 
its failure from that cause its incorrect. 
The business is profitable, we have 
plenty of work, and money to operate 
with. We are only waiting fer this 
adjustment of running expenses, to re- 
sume operations.”

Furay emphatically proclaims his innocence 
and makes the sensational charge that a de- 
liberate attempt has been made by his wife 
to land him in the penitentiary. He refuses 
to speak further and has positively declined 
to talk about the matter for publication. 

Furay is 58 years of age and has resided on 
Koster street in East Los Angeles about one 
year, ever since coming to this city from the 
East. He is a member of the G.A.R. and has 
many friends, and his arrest has caused much 
excitement. He lived with his wife, an at- 
tractive woman, 36 years of age, his child and 
Mrs. Kelly, his wife’s mother. Niles Knick- 
erbocker, Mrs. Furay’s brother-in-law, who 
swore to the complaint, at one time, it is 
said, made his home at the Furay residence. 
Mrs. Kelly left her son-in-law’s home some- 
time ago and went to live on Pasadena ave- 
hue, near by. 

Last Tuesday Mrs. Furay called on Chief 
Glass and related to him a remarkable story, 
which was to the effect that she believed that 
her husband was attempting to remove her 
aged mother by foul means. She said that 
about two weeks ago her husband had been 
detected in tages act of dropping a powder, sup- 
fot to ah on son, into a pitcher of water 
rom which Kelly was to drink: On an- 
other occasion Mrs. Kelly had been taken 
with severe pains in the head after drinking 
some coffee which had been prepared by her 
son-in-law. 

Mrs. Furay related to Chief.Glass other in- 
cidents which appeared to her to show that 
her husband meant to put her mother Ba of 
the way. -Chief Glass referred her to Deputy 
District Attorney James and to that official 
Mrs, Furay repeated the story she had told 
to Chief Giass. Mr. James informed her that 
& case could not be made out against Furay, 
in so much as the chief evidence would 
given by her, and that the. hat» peng of a 
wife against her husband would not be ad- 
missible. 

Then Mrs. Furay returned to her home and, 
it is said, laid a trap to catch her husband 
with the assistance of a neighbor. While 
they were in the kitchen making some coffee 
for Mrs. Kelly, who lived nearby, Furay came 
into the room and furtively dropped a powder 
into the coffee-pot. The women appeared not 
to notice his movements, and when the coffee 
was made the neighbor ostensibly took it over 
‘to Mrs. Kelly. In reality she preserved it 
carefully for chemical analysis. 

Ww rnoon Mrs. Furay called 
istrict Atotrney James and re- 
rted the new developments. A felony com- 
laint was drawn up and Mrs. Furay’s 

rother-in-law, Knickerbocker, swore: to it. 

The same afternoon a warrant was issued 
and placed in the hands of Detectives Bra- 
dish and Steele for service. The detectives 
went to Furay’s home and there placed 
him under arrest. He was taken to police 
headquarters and locked up, but was not 
booked until yesterday afternoon. The 
greatest secrecy was maintained about the 
affair, although the fact that the complaint 
had been issued and the details of the story 
bak not secret.

Gokrin and Frank James as his attorneys. 
He was arraigned before Justice Morrison in 
the Police Court and his preliminary exam- 
ination set for December at .9:30

‘LETTERS: TO TE THE TIMES. 
- Our Tar Turk. 


the Editor of The Times:) The fol- 
lowing points, which, it seems to me, 
we as a people should consider, throw 
some light upon our duty in the Cuban 
affair. 

First—While annotincinis as our na- 
tional policy that we will not interfere 
in the affairs of the eastern continent, 
we have warned Europe that we will 
permit. no interference by her in the 
affairs of this continent. This is the 
assumption by us of a virtual protec- 
torate over the American continent, 
and is so understood by the nations of 
Europe, 

Second—In accordance with this 
policy we have declined to interfere 
in the Armenian massacres, taking the 
ground that Europe should settle that 
question as a home question. As a 
people we have widely expressed our 
conviction that the nations of Europe 
in permitting these Armenian mas- 
Sacres to continue, when they have 
the power to stop them, are guilty of 
a great wrong against humanity, and 
that a just God will require an account- 
ing for the blood thus shed, from those 
who, having the power, do not pre- 
vent it. 

Third—We have, however, within 
sixty miles of our own coast, seen 
a series of atrocities committed under 
the name of war, and now continuing 
for several years, which, if the pub- 
lished accounts are to be believed, are 
scarcely, if at all, inferior to those ex 
the Turks in barbarity. 

Fourth—We have the power to atop 
this, and the people of Cuba appeal 
to us as a strong nation for interven- 
tion. They can only appeal to us, for 
no nation of Europe, in the face of 
the Monroe doctrine, and especially in 
the face of our avowed determination 
for a century that no nation but our- 
selves should ever interfere in the af- 
fairs of Cuba, would dare to inter- 
vene in their behalf. 

Fifth—If we believe that God will 
require an accounting for the blood 
of the Armenians at the hands of 
the nations of Europe, who have the 
power :to stop the atrocities, and do 
not; how can we escape the conviction 
that He will require at our hands an 
accounting for the blood of the Cuban 
butcheries, which we have the power 
to stop, and do not? The case is all 
the ‘stronger against us, in that;-»while 
Europe would gladly see us intervene 
in behalf of the Armenians, we will 
not allow Europe to interfere in the 
Cuban matter. 

Sixth—It is said that to intervene, 
while the Cubans have as yet no fixed 
seat of government, would be a vio- 
lation of international law, and with- 
out precedent. I have simply to say 
in reply, that the history of nations 
does not confirm this statemént, but, 
even if it did, then when international 
law (which is a thing upon’ which no 
two nations agree, and which has no 
one to enforce it) becomes the means 
of upholding and shielding a_ great 
wrong: against humanity, it is time to 
have a revision, and to make some 
new precedents. We have aiready, as 
a nation, made several very notable 
new precedents. The Declaration of 
Indépendence was one. The Monroe 
doctrine is-another, And the world has 
accepted them. 

In conclusion, I would simply ask, 
“Would it not be well for us to make 
our Turk observe the common laws 
* humnaity, or else quite reproaching

There are four Republicans, 
three Democrats, a Populist and an 
independent Councilman to work with, 
and the task of welding enough of 
this heterogeneous outfit together to 
make of it a working majority, is a 
task so complex and very difficult that 


as L. M. Grider, Z D. Mathuss and 
Charles H. Toll are rapidly growing 
gray in the attempt to perform it suc- 
cessfully. 

Yesterday afternoon the Republican 
Councilmen-elect, with Herman Sil- 


ver, independent, ‘caucused ana 
attempted to effect an organi- 
zation. The attempt resulted as 


have all previous attempts—in failure. 
Herman Silver expressed his willing- 
ness to accept the presidency of the 
Council, but the position must have no 
strings attached to it. That is, if Mr. 
Silver is elected president, he wishes 
to appoint such chairmen of commit- 
tees as he chooses, instead of favoring 
the Republicans, Democrats or Popu- 
list in the Council. Mr. Silver told his 
Republican colleagues yesterday, 
frankly that he caucused or conferred 
with his Democratic colleagues and 
Populist colleague whenever invited to 
do so by them. Also that his stand on 
the presidency question was understood 
by the Democrats as he explained it to 
the Republicans. 

And there the matter rests. The Re- 
publicans are divided among -them- 
selves ,it is understood, on divers ques- 
tions relating the chairmanship of 
of Committees. . 
The Democrats are in a hopeless 
minority without their Populist alty, 
Hutchinson, and the latter person. is 
causing them no end of trouble. Hutch- 
inson has freely expressed his ambi- 
tiom, to become the president of the 
new Council. He has gone further and 
said that following his election to that 
office, he would be in a good place to 
be struck by Mayoralty lightaing two 
years from now, and later might even 
become a gubernatorial possibility. This 
vaulting ambition of Hutch’s has 
amazed his Democratic contemporaries, 
and one of them soberly declared his 
opinion that, in a few short months, 
the Council would be caliea upon to 
give up one of its members to a lu- 
nacy commission. 
Innumerable slates have been thus 
far made, and as many have been 
broken. A combination that has struck 
many as possible and feasible has been 
one in which Silver is nlaced ar presi- 
dent; Blanchard, chairman of the 
Board of Public Works; Nickell. chair- 
man of the Water Supply Conimittee; 
Baker, chairman of the Finance Com- 
mittee; Ashman, chairman fewer Com- 
mittee: Toll, chairman of the Supply 
Committee; Grider, chairman Building 
Committee; Mathuss, chairmen Land 
Committee; Hutchinson, .. chairman 
Committee on Public Morals. 

Until an organization of some sort is 
accomplished, the question of what men 
will be appointed on the Police, Park 
and Fire Commissions cannot be con- 
sidered, or at least, is not. This much, 
however, seems to satisfy all parties 
in the Council, that the heads of de- 
partments shall be retained, thus. leav- 
ing in office Chief Moore and Assistéent 


Chief Glass.

A. P. Hills is said 
to be slated for Hance’s remaining 
deputyship.

TONGUES ARE WAGGING. 


THE CITY CLERK’S EXPOSE HAS 
CREATED A SENSATION. 


His Allegations are Denied in Toto 
by the Garbage Contractor Who 
Points with Pride to His Past 
Record for Probity. 


Little was discussed at the City Hall 
yesterday besides the “roar” which 
City Clerk Luckenbach has made anent 
the garbage contractor’s “agreement” 
with the Council, the details of which 
“roar’’ wete .printed in The Times of 
yesterday. 

Even politics and the heretofore ab- 
sorbing topic of municipal patronage 
has been overlooked in the surprise oc- 
casioned by Luckenbach’s _ strictures 
upon the garbage contractor and the 
City Council. Nobody had evidently 
dreamed of all that was concealed in 
that mass of technical verbage called 
an “agreement,” which the Council 
approved last Monday and ordered sent 
to the Mayor for his signature. Now 
that the real import and intent of the 
agreement has been ascertained, com- 
ment upon the same is general and 
widespread. Curiosity is felt as to just 
what move will be made next by the 
City Clerk, the Council or the garbage 
man. Each is apparently waiting for 
the other to push the thing along, and 
at. present the matter is in statu quo. 

The City Clerk continues to contend 
,that there is good legal ground for 
maintaining that the Council had no 
authority to approve such an agree- 
ment as it did Monday last, which agree- 
ment vitiates a number of important 
points in the garbage man’s contract 
with the city. Luckenbach claims that 
unless it can be shown that a con- 
sideration of some sort was received by 
the city, which could constitute a part 
of those ‘‘mutual benefits’’ referred to 
in the agreement, then the agreement 
cannot be enforced. His contention 
in this respect is pronounced by com- 
petent attorneys to be good enough 
law to fit the case and support his 
stand in the matter. 

Luckenbach goes further in explana- 
tion of his position and says that, 
while the Board of Health recom- 
mended to the Council that the garb- 
age contract be so amended as to al- 
low persons to place their garbage on 
the sidewalk, the intent of the board 
was simply to provide a remedy for 
people situated in blocks, flats, etc., 
who could not dispose of their garbage 
elsewhere than upon the sidewalk. 

The Board of Health’s report recom- 
mends that the persons ‘“‘be permitted” 
to place their garbage on the sidewalk, 
whereas, as the City Clerk points out, 
the agreement provides that “garbage 
cans SHALL be. placed on the outer 
edge of the sidewalk,” thus making it 
obligatory upon all families to dispose 
of their garbage in this manner, irre- 
spective of their location in the city. 

Nothing whatever is said in the 
agreement, as the City Clerk also ob- 
‘sérves, about its being optional with 
the citizen to dispose of his garbage in 
this way, but on the contrary, he is to 
be obliged to place garhage on, the 
sidewalk. Luckenbach claims that the 
Board of Health’s recommendation in- 
tended to relieve certain persons by 
allowing them to set their garbage 
cans on the sidewalk, has been twisted 
into an agreement, whereby the con- 
tractor is not to be obliged to collect 
garbage which is not placed on the 
outer edge of the sidewalk. 

J. B. Franklin, the contractor, dis- 
claims all accusations of ‘‘jobbery” in 
connection with the matter, and defies 
anyone to find a transaction in which 
he has ever been interested that could 
be even suspected of not being straight 
and honest. He points to the Board of 
Health’s report in the matter. and is 
evidently prepared to rest his case 
upon the board's recommendation.

PHELPS WANTED TO BE SUPERINe 
TENDENT OF BUILDINGS. 

The Mere Thought of it Unbalanced 

His Mind—He Labors Under the 

Delusion That William Jene 


nings Bryan Will Be the Nexé 
President. 


W. R. Phelps, a well-known builde ; 
ing contractor, was yesterday adjudged 
insane in Department Three of the Ste 
perior Court and committed to the 
Highland asylum. 

The commitment alleges that he i? 
suffering from acute mania due té@ 
political excitement, apd that he labors 
under the delusion that William J 
®Wryan will be the next President. As 
if this were not aufficient reason t@ 
send him to the asylum, the commit- 
ment also alleges that from a peaeé« 
ful, quiet citizen, he had become sude 
denly violent, and assaulted various 
persons, and that he had a superstitiog§ 
about the numbers 5, 7 and 13. , 

The complaint against him was madé@ 
by Under Sheriff Clement, who ale 
leged that the prisoner was violent af 
times, talked at random, and that th@ 
silver question seemed to be his hobby, 

Drs. Walter Lindley and E. WN, 
Mathis were the examining physicians. 
A number of relatives and friends of 
the unfortunate man attended the exe 
amination. 

Phelps was quite calm when brought 
into court, and told the story of his Iiife 
quite rationally, except at. intervals 
when his mind would wander away 
and his delusions would manifest theme 
selves, 

“f came to Los Angeles from Chi« 
cago, thirteen years ago,” said he, 
My wife died three years ago on the 
13th of July. There’s the thirteem 
again. My great-grandfather was am 
Episcopal clergyman and an officer in 
the American revolution. IT am the 
oldest son of the oldest- son as far 
back as I ean trace the family, se 
you see J] am entitled to membership 
in the Cincinnatus.Society and the 
Sons of the Revolution. None of my 
family ever were insane, but some of 


amy relations are Spiritualists and some. 


are Christian Scientists. I never be- 
lieved in spiritualism myself. 

“I am very nervous on account of 
having so many things revealed to me. 
The revelations commenced coming 
Wednesday a week ago, when I was 
working in my shop on South Hill 
street. I was thinking ‘of Snyders 
election and what 1 would say to him 
when [I met him. 
josh him about giving me some office. 
Mr. Snyder and iI have been good 
friends for a long while. Mr. Martin 
is a member of my lodge and a per~ 
fect gentleman, but I did not yote for 
him. I felt good over Snyder's elec- 
tion and thought I would ask him to 
appoint me Building Superintendent, 
just as a josh, and there’s where the 
revelation commenced. I began to 
think the matter over and it was sud- 
denly revealed to me that here was 
the chance of my life. I knew I could 
get as good recommendations as any 
man in this town for Building Super- 
intendent, and made up my mind to 
petition for-the job. The revelation 
kept a coming till yesterday at 4 
o'clock, just seven days and seven 
hours. Seven is one of my numbers 
you know. I live at 737 South Burling- 
ton avenue, and everything goes by 
seven. 

“After I received the whole revela- 
tion I went to the old quarters of the 
Free Silver Club on Third street to 
tell the boys about it, but found that 
the club had moved to the Bullard 
Block. Then it occurred to me that I 
would give the story about my revela- 
tion to the Herald and the Examiner 
and would fool The Times. I intended 
to send a committee to see Col. Otis, 
and wanted Chief Glass and Rev. Burt: 
Estes Howard to be on the-committee, 
but changed my mind and started to 
throw Col. Otis off the track myself. 
I inquired for him at the business of- 
fice and was told he had gone East. 
Then I thought I would tell the City 
Editor about it, in a quiet, gentle- 
manly manner. I went to the editorial 
rooms, 
for I made a terrible break. I told @ 
young man there in a loud voice that 
Bryan would be the next President, 
but that’s only a small part of the 
revelation. If I would tell all it 
would startle the whole country.” 

The poor fellow then told about his 
hasty exit from the Times office, and 
his arrest in front of the Bullard Block 
on his way to free-silver headquarters. 
He wanted to tell a great deal more, 
but the evidence was considered suf- 
ficient to show that his mind was ba 
unhinged. 

A few relatives and friends testified 
that they noticed that he was acting

MULLALLY NON-SUITED. 


An Impertant Opinion Rendered by, 
Judge York. | 

Judge York yesterday rendered an 
opinion non-suiting the action of Joseph 
Mullally against F. N. Townsend and 
F. F. Ward. The decision is of especial 
interest as showing a loophole in the 
law in which bondsmen may estape 
from the fulfillment of the obligations 
imposed upon them in undertakings in 
attachment cases. 

The defendants were sued in their 
obligation in an undertaking to release 
an attachment. In that undertaking 
they promised, in case the plaintiff in 
the action in which the attachment was 
issued secured judgment, to pay the 
plaintiff therein the full value of the 
property released, not exceeding $1500, 
provided that the defendant. in said 
action failed to redeliver to plaintiff the 
property released or otherwise to sat- 
isfy the judgment. 

The plaintiff recovered a judgment in 
the said action, but the defendant failed 
to redeliver the property, so a demand. 
was made on the sureties, the defend<- 
ants im the present action “to fulfill 


their obligations as expressed in the 


said undertaking.”* On their failure te 


satisfy the plaintiff he instituted t 
present action. The defendanuts mo 
for a non-suit, en the ground that the 
demand made upon them before the 
action was brought was not sufficient. 


The court, er reviewing 
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fos Angeles Daily Times, 


cumstances of the case and quoting Su- 
preme Court decisions bearing on the 


question, concludes: 


“The demand alleged and proven is 
deficient in that it does not demand 
that defendants pay the plaintiff the 
value of the property released, not ex- 
ceeding the sum of $1500, on the breach 
by the principal to deliver the attached 
property to the proper officer, to be ap- 
plied on the payment of the judgment 
recovered against him. The demand, in 
addition, for a ‘fulfillment of their obli- 
gation as expressed in said undertak- 
ing.’ is insufficient in that it is too gen- 
eral to give the defendants notice of 
what they are expected to do. They 
have been given no notice of the de- 
fault of their principal, and no demand 
has been made upon them for the pay- 
ment of the value of the property re- 
leased. There is no hardship whatever 
in requiring this demand on the part of 
the plaintiff, and it is due to the de- 
fendants that the demand be made. A 
compliance with the terms of the obli- 


gation on the part of the plaintiff is |: 


necessary in order to show a breach on 
the part of the defendants. They are 
bound as the undertaking provides, and 
no further, and they are entitled to 
stand on the precise terms of their ob- 
ligation. Until a demand is made upon 
the defendants for payment of the 
value of the property released, the 
plaintiff has no cause of action against 
them, because there has been no breach 
of the obligation. It is, therefore, or- 
dered that defendants’ motion for a 
non-suit be, and the same is, hereby 
granted.” 


THE DOWNEY BURGLAR. 


A Suspect Under Arrest at Bakers- 
field to Be Sent For. | 

Some months ago a store was broken 
into at Downey and a quantity of 
razors, eye-giasses and similar articles 
were stolen. The Sheriff was notified 
and the proprietor of the store offered a 
reward or $20 for the return of the goods 
and the arrest and conviction of the 
burglar. Nothing came of it until yes- 
terday Sheriff Burr received word from 
the Sheriff at Bakersfield stating that 
a hobo who was serving a short sen- 
tence there had razors and spectacles 
correstonding with the description of 
the Downey merchant’s stolen property 
in his possession. The District Attor- 
ney issued a John Doe complaint for 
burglary, and it is probable that the 
hobo will be brought down from Bak- 
ersfield for trial. | 

CAN’T TRADE BACK, 
Pinney Has a Good Title to His Lots 
at Rivera. 

A case of historic interest was tried 
yesterday in Department Four of the 
Superior Court. involving as it did the 
title to lands under an old Mexican 
grant. 

The cause was entitled Pinney vs. 
Ryan, and was an action to rescind a 
contract by which Pinney and Ryan 
S6wapped certain pieces of real estate. 


Pinney wanted to trade back because 


he claimed he did not get a good title 
to the land, which Ryan conveyed to 
him. | 

The property in question was some 
lots at Rivera. It appears that the 
country thereabouts was owned some 
years ago by one man, who held title 
under a Mexican grant. He sold 155 
acres to parties who remained in un- 
disputed possession for more than 
thirty years. About 1862 the late Gov. 
John G. Downey and others contested 
the title to the lands held under that 
particular Mexican grant, and suc- 
ceeded in getting away with the 
property. The parties living on the 
155 acres sold off, however, were not 
disturbed. Pinney‘s lots are part of 
this 155 acres, and he feared that the 
abrogation of the title under the Mexi- 
can grant would remain a cloud on 
the title given him by Ryam 

Judge Van Dyke decided that al- 
though the records did not show a 
clear title, Pinney is perfectly secure 
in his possession of the property con- 
veped to him by Ryan, on account 
of its undisputed occupation by suc- 
cessive owners for so many years. The 
prayer of plaintiff for annulment of 
his contract with defendant was ac- 
cordingly denied. 


HEARTLESS HIGUER 


On Trial for Keeping Bad Faith 
with His Sweetheart. 


Justic Young’s courtroom was 
crowded all yesterday afternoon with 
descendants of the Spanish conquista- 
dors, who were there to hear the racy 
testimony inthe trial of Secunvino Hi- 
guera, a scion of one of the proudest 
Spanish families, on the charge of se- 
duction. The complaining witness is 
Josefa Valenzuela, a member of a no 
less distinguished family. 

Josefa has arrived at the mature age 
of 32, but it appears she was not proof 
against the ardent desire of young Hi- 
guera, who is alleged to have accom- 
plished her ruin. Her home is at The 

Ims, where her undoing was accom- 
plished some months ago. She alleges 
that she yielded only on a solemn prom- 
ise of marriage, which the defendant 
has refused to keep. 

The story of Seforita Valenzuela's 
woes was blushingly related on the 
witness stand, her testimony making 
Secunvino out quite a heartless fellow. 
Then followed an array of character 
witnesses, most of whom testified that 
they have long know the plaintiff as a 
hard-working, virtuous girl. 

The defendant has subpoenaed a 
numeber of witnesses, by whom he ex- 
pects to prove just the opposite. The 
defense will have its innings today. 


NEWLYN ARRESTED. 


A Loan Agent Charged with Em- 
bezzling Collateral. 
Robert A. Newlyn was arrested late

HARBOR BOARD DEVOTES A DAY 
TO INSPECTING THE BAY. 


Today the Board Will Visit San 
Pedro — Arrangenients Discussed 
for the Public Hearings Next 
Week—Preparations of the Free 
Harbor League. 


The members of the harbor board 
went to Santa Monica yesterday. morn- 
ing by special train, leaving the city 
at 10:20 o'clock. The day was devoted 
to a general inspection of the topog- 
raphy of the shore and bay. The party 
was accompanied by Superintendent 
Muir of the Southerr Pacific, who went 
Simply as a guide and to ensure all 
needed conveniences on the trip, The 
party went out to the end of the long 
wharf where the tug Collis was in wait- 
ing. The board embarked in the Collis 
and devoted some hours to traversing 
the bay, making occasional soundings. 
No advocates of either harbor accom- 
panied the board. The party returned 
in the afternoon, reaching the city 
about 5:45 p.m. 

A meeting of the Executive Commit- 
tee of the Free Harbor League was held 
yesterday noon, during the absence of 
the harbor board at Santa Monica. 
The work of the league is familiar to 
the people of the city. It comprises 
many of the most prominent business 
men of Los Angeles, and it was formed 
to champion the catse of a free har- 
bor at San Pedro. It has already ac- 
complished much, for it sent two dele- 
gations to Washington during the last 
session of Congress to fight the schemes 
of Huntington and his henchmen. The 
league was largely instrumental in se- 
curing the passage of the act which 
created the present harbor board, whose 
decision will finally decide the contro- 
versy. The league has retained the well- 
known engineer, H. Hawgood, to assist 
in presenting the merits of the people’s 
harbor at the public hearings next 
week. 
At yesterday’s meeting a general plan 
of work was discussed and a committee 
was appointed consisting of J. F. Fran- 
cis, L. E. Mosher, W. D. Woolwine and 
H. Hawegood, to wait upon the harbor 
board and ascertain its wishes regard- 
ing the order of presenting the argu- 
ments for the two proposed sites, when 
the public hearings begin next week. 
The committee waited upon the board 
last evening at the Westminster Hotel. 
The members of the board declared 
that they preferred to have the order 
of argument determined by the repre- 
sentatives of the two interests. The 
board will acquiesce in any fair ar- 
rangement that may be thus agreec 
upon, but will not dictate the arrange- 
ments except in the evént of disagree- 
ment. 

Today the board will visit San Pedro. 
leaving the city by special train abou’ 
10 a.m. S. B. Hines, general manager 
of the Terminal Railway, will accom- 
pany the party. 
The Coast Survey vessel, the Gedney

at San Pedro and will probably be em 
ployed to assist in the board's observa- 
tions. 


ANIMATED NATURE. 


One. north-country school in Maine 
had to close on account of bears.

--Frogs leap through the flames of a 
little bonfire time and time again, as if 
having the most pleasing of fun. It 
may be, though, that they think the 
flickering flames to be some new sort 
of insect. 

A little fire built beneath one of the 
pear-shaped paper wasp nests that are 
seen hanging from low branches will 
kill every wasp in it, as the insects fly 
at it one by one in their endeavors to 
save their home and young. 

The Syrian foxes, “the little foxes 
which spoils the grapes,” are not the 
only creatures of their tribe which go 
for food to the vineyards.

Out-of-door aviaries are one of the 
fads of San Diego people. These wire- 
covered bird houses—some of them as 
large as a big cottage—contain birds 
from all quarters of the globe. The 
bipeds of all climates thrive in the Cal- 
ifornia sunshine. 

Veterinary surgeons of San Francisco 
report a new epidemic among the 
horses of the city and it is spreading 
with startling rapidity. The complaint 
is a form of influenza, affecting the 
mucous lining of the bowels. Technic- 
ally the disease is an enteric form of 
influenza.

fore making investments. Local real 
estate agents are kept busy driving the 
newly-arrived ‘Yankees’ around, and 
describing to them the good points 
of the various lots which they have for 
Sale. Every one now looks for a first- 
class market after New Year's. 
MAIN STREET. 

Now that Main street has been 
paved, and will shortly have an elec- 
tric-car line, it is about time for 
property-owners on that street to get 
together and try to work up a little 
legitimate boom, or at least to raise 
prices to a point somewhat more pro- 
portionate to those asked on other busi- 
ness streets. The Times has fre- 
quently drawn attention to the ex- 
ceptional inducements for investment 
offered on this fine thoroughfare, 
which has been so much neglected dur- 
ing the-past few years. It seems 
that even a blind man should be able 
to see the opportunities on this 
street, when property is offered be- 
tween Eighth and Ninth at $160 a front 
foot, and between Eleventh and Pico 
at $75 a foot, which prices were quoted 
this week by a leading firm of real 
estate brokers. As has been frequently 
stated in these columns, the natural 
course of business, after the junction 
of Broadway. and Main street, shall 
have been reached, will be down South 
Main street, which should then again 
become the leading business thorough- 
fare of the city, south of that point, 
and will be so if property-owners in 
that section show a little ordinary 
business sagacity. Otherwise, it is 
probable that husiness will drift on 
Hill street, and around Central Park. 
Now is the time for the Main street 
people to wake up, with or without a 
hotel. Meantime, it is not likely that 


Mr. Johnson will let the hotel site lie 
idle much longer. . 


CENTRAL AVENUE. 

‘The march of improvenient in the 
Central-avenue section § still continues 
unabated. Miles of new street have 
been opened up during the past year. 
San Pedro is now being graded, and

SHORT OF WATER. 


One of the most interesting sections 
of Southern California that have come 
Into prominence during the past few 
years is Palm Springs in the Colora, 
Desert. a little oasis with 
that permits of the raising of fruits 
and vegetables that ripen earlier than in 
any other section of the State:’ There 
was quite @ boom in this little valley 
several years ago. and a number of 
settlers came in, planting early fruits 
such as grapes, figs 
which were shipped East by the car- 
Joad. Last year very poor prices were 
realized for the fruit, but this alone 
would not have discouraged the set- 
tlers, were it not for the ‘additional 
fact that they have been experiencing 
s0 much trouble in connection with 
their water supply. Some time argo 
the water system, which was a portion 
of the Bear Valley system, reverted 
back to the largest stockholders. Now 
the settlers complain that they are at 
the mercy. of a single man, who does 
as he pleases with the water, charges 
a tax of $2 an acre for it, then levies 
assessments on the shares and threat- 
ens a tax for domestic water, while, not- 
withstanding all this, water can never 
be depended on. A resident of Palm 
Springs writes to The Times that since 
July 24 a ranch of thirty acres there 
has been taxed $90.50 for water, and 
no water has been delivered to it for 
irrigation purposes since August 16. 


 TInder such circumstances it is not sur- 


prising that of late Palm_ Springs, 
which promiséd to become an impertant 
horticultural section, has been steadily 
going backward. Some of the settlers 
have become so discouraged that they 
have given up their places, and nearly 
two hundred acres of land, which were 
under cultivation, have been thus re- 
linquished. 


A MODEL MUNICIPALITY. 


_ Those who are considering measures 
for the improvement of the Log An- 
geles city government may obtain 
some valuable points from the manner 
in which the @ity of Glasgow is goy- 
erned. Reference has been made on 
several occasions in The Times to the 
remarkable results that have been 
achieved in that Scotch city. Recent 
reports from Glasgow state that after 
January, 1897, the city of Glasgow will 
cease to ery taxes of any kind upon 
its residents.

BUYING HOMES ON 
' MENTS. 

Many opportunities are at present of- 
fered to wage-earners for the purchase 
of homes in Los Angeles on very easy 
terms. The Examiner recently pub- 
lished a number of interviews with 
San Francisco workingmen who had 
bought their homes, or were buying 
them, in this manner. The following 
are a few of these interviews: 

“I secured my house and lot through 
a building and loan society. Iam a 
married man with four children. Six 
years ago, having discovered a good 
bargain, I borrowed $2500 from the as- 
sociation. I had only a few hundred 
dollars when I borrowed the money. I 
have been working steadily all the time

paid on the loan $26 a month since the 
start, and sometimes more. Sometimes 
when the monthly installments would 
fall due I would be without money, but 
I would raise it somehow. In two 
years more I will have the property 
fully paid for. 

“A man in a steady position, if she 
practices economy, ought to be able 
to to’ save $25 a month at least, 
and he can always do it if he feels he 
has to. I think that for a workingman 
to be tied up in this way is an advant- 
age to him. He gets into the habit 
of preparing to meet his monthly obli- 
gations and he looks ahead. The habit 
helps him in other things. If I had not 
tied myself up in this way much of the 
money that has gone toward paying 
for the money would have gone in 
cigars, shows and such things.” 


“T borrowed $4000 from a loan so- 
ciety, bought a lot and built a house. 
Iam married and have two children, I 
earn $100 per month and have a steady 
place, and have had steady work ever 
since. I borrowed the money. I have 
paid on the loan $50 per month for 
eight years, and I will have it all paid 
up before long. 

“T have added to my income by tak- 
ing a few roomers,' w ich helped me 
out a good deal. 

“T think the loan society plan is the 
best way for a workingman to get a 
home—in fact, the only way for the 
majority. You lay yourself under an 
obligation to pay so mitch every month, 
and both your honor and your interest 
demand that you make the payments.” 


“We managed by saving to get a 
lot of our own and borrowed $4000 from 
a loan association to build a house. For 
eight years we have paid $50 a month 
on the loan. Of course, this was pretty 
close work on an income of $25 a week, 
with children to feed, clothe and edu- 
cate, but we rented the upper part of 
the house, and that helped out con- 
siderably. But I feel that I would not 
care to risk it over again, for if sick- 
ness or misfortune had come we might 
have lost a good part of all the money 
paid in. 

“There is a continual strain on you 
when you feel that you have to pay $50 
a month, or even less, for something, 
and when this strain lasts for eight 
or ten years you feel that you have 
well earned your home. | 

“During the time of paying up you 
have to deny yourself every little lux- 
ury you crave for.” 


“T managed to get hold of a lot to 
start with. I then borrowed $2100 to 
ut up a house with. I agreed to pay 
29 a month, and have kept up the pay- 
ments for two years and a half. I have 
been lucky enough to have had pretty 
steady work most of the time. I am a 
married man, and have five children, I 
earn about $90 a month. It will, take six 
years and a half to pay out. There 
has been but little sickness in my fam- 
ily, and we have had no misfortunes. 
I had no idea what it meant to pay 
$29 a month for ten years 
started in. I don’t think I would have 
the nerve to tackle it again if I had to 
do it over. The risk of getting sick is 
a great consideration. The payments 
keep me at bedrock right along. The 
day when I get the money all paid up 
will be a big day for me.” 


“T grew tired of seeing rent eat up my 
earnings, and made up my mind to 
have a home of my own, somehow. I 
had but little money at the time I 
made this resolution, and went, like 
many others, to a building association 
and becrrowed the money. total 
sum that I started in to pay was $3190. 
I have been paying $20 a month for four 
years, and must pay for six’ years yet. 
I am a contractor and earn about $100 
per month. 1 have kept to work pretty 
steadily, and have had but little sick- 
ness in the family, although a short 
time ago we had a death. Still, in°or- 
der to keep up the payments, we found 
it necessary to take in roomers. 

“TI find it'a long, hard job for a work- 


| ingman to pay for his home if he has 


nothing to start on, but it is better to 
pay $20 a month on your own property 
than to pay that much, or nearly as 
much, in rent, which is gone for good 
when you pay it. The worst thing 


sick or being disabled before you pay 
up, but even then you stand a chance 
of getting something out of the prop- 
eriy. There is one thing about it: It 
tends to keep a man steady, because he 
has an object to work for, and he hates 
to lose what he has come to consider 
his own.” 

“T secured my present home through 
the building and. loan society, and 
while that is a good way of getting one, 
I think a better way would be for a 
workingman to try and save up about 
$500 or so and then get a private loan 
to cover the “halance of the purchase 
price. In this way he will save interest. 
And then a man who has $500 or $1000 
can command better terms for a loan 
than one who has. nothing at all. He 
is, in a way, in a commanding position. 
One disadvantage that native Califor-

RAILWAY BONDS. The Secretary of 
the’ Treasury has announced that

GOVERNMUHNT BALANCE SHEET. 
The receipts from all sources of the 
government for the last month (Novem- 
ber) amounted to $25,210,696, a decrease 
of over $1,000,000 on the receipgs of the 
preceding month, and of over $700,000 as. 
compared with the corresponding 
month of last year.

COMMERCIAL. 
, CALIFORNIA AND SICILY LEM- 
ONS. The following is taken from the 
New. York Journal of Commerce of De- 
cember 7: 

“Our western merchants claim that 
they can use to greater advantage the 
California lemons; that the fruit is very 
fine and satisfactory. But here in New 
York we are receiving a large quantity 
of Sicily lemons, which are also of a 
fine quality and selling cheap, and Wwe 
believe can be sent West and undersell 
our California shippers; 150,000 boxes 
of Sicily fruit are afloat—certainly New 
York merchants are not ready to use all 
this quantity themselves, and it appears 
to us that the West must take them at 
some price or other,’ 


TIN. Dun’s Review (New York) gives 
the following figures on the production 
of tin: ‘‘For the fiscal year ended June 
30, 1896, the production in the United 
States of commercial tin and tern plates 
was 307,228.621 pounds, an increase of 
193,801,073 pounds, or over 58 per cent. 
more than the production of the pre- 
vious year.” 


FRENCH VINTAGE, It is estimated 
that the French vintage of 1896 will 
amount to 44,656,000 hectolitres (1,116,- 
400,000 gallons.) an increase of 18,000,060 
hectolitres (450,000,000 gallons) over that 
_of last year. The estimated value of 
this year’s vintage is f.11,740,000,000. 


MEXICAN TRADE. A noteworthy 
fact as pointed out by the Los Angeles 
Investor, is the small number of coun- 
tries to which Mexico sells her prod- 
ucts. During the fiscal year of 1895-96 
Mexico bought goods from forty-one 
countries, but sold goods to only 
twenty. Last year the United States 
and England took 91 per cent. of Mex- 
ico’s entire exports. If Germany be 
included, it is found that the three 
great non-Latin countries with which 
Mexico has trade relations took nearly 
95 per cent. of all her commodities sold 
abroad during that year. 


NEW ORLEANS TRADE. Published 
figures show that the net increase in 
value of exports at the port of New 
Orleans for eleven months of this year 
is $8,091,486 greater than that of the 
corresponding period of last year. 


GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 

TELEPHONE IN JAPAN. 4A great 
deal has been said and is being said 
of the enormous commercial progress 
being made by Japan. While, no doubt, 
many of the statements are greatly 
exaggerated, it is equally possible that 
many of them are quite within the 
etated facts. Industries and Iron, 
speaking of the extension which it is 
etated the Japanese government in- 
tend giving to the telephone, says: ; 

“It is estimated that in five years’ 
time Japan is likely to possess the 
most perfect telephone system in the 
world. ‘There is already a considerable 
nucleus in existence, but the decision 
of the Japanese government to appro- 
priate a sum of £12,800,000, ($64,000,000) 
in the expansion of the service, spread 
over a period of seven years, will soon 
make itself evident. The work of con- 
struction is being rapidly carried out 
at various important places, the in- 
tention being to complete by March, 
1898, the expansion of the service re- 
lating to Tokyo, Osaka, Yokohama, as 
well as the new constructive work in 
Nagoya, Nagasaki, and Shimonoseki, 
and to establish a telephone connec- 
tion between Tokyo and Kobe.” 


MINING UP NORTH. George W. 
Parsons, of this city, recently returned 
from a trip through Amador county, in 
the northern part of the State, to 
which section he went to investigate 
several mining properties on the 
mother lode, and incidentally to talk 
with the officials of the Leon mine, in 
Riverside county, in which he is in- 
terested as a stockholder. 

Much is again heard nowadays of 
the mother lode, which was the scene 
of so much activity a quarter of a 
century ago, and is now again pecoming 
a busy mining section, attracting ex- 
perts from al] dver the world. 

It was only recently that explora- 
tions were made more to the east of 
What was supposed to be the boundary 
of the mineral belt known as the 
mother lode. Now’ there is a well- 
defined east vein along the line of the 
lode, which runs through the counties 
of Mariposa, Tuolumne, Calaveras, 
Amador and Eldorado. Work in this 
new section has been attended with ex- 
cellent results, as also on some paying 
properties on spurs of the lode. Large 
bodies of low-grade ore are being 
worked to great advantage, most of 
the ore now worked being of low grade, 
but the ledges are so large, the ore

NEW YORK, Dec. 17.~—The forenoon stock 
speculation exhibited irregularity and wide 
fluctuations were neted in some of the leading 
specialties.

000,600 to Germany early: next week in con- 
nection with the January. interest and divi- 
dend obligations. The margin between sight 
and sixty-day reichmarks admits of a slight 
profit, but the theory is generally held that 
apy brisk foreign demand for gold bills would 
bring out heavy amounts of hoarded long 
sterling. Bankers generally believe a ship- 
ment of a few millions in gold would be an 
actual bull card, rather than a bear argu- 
ment, and would materially improve mone- 
tary conditions here and abroad. The bears 
made a show of activity. Dealings in the 
early afternoon were largely confined to the 
specialties. The news from Washington that 
the Senate would adjourn to Monday was 
hailed with satisfaction, traders arguing 
therefrom that the chances of disturbances in 
connection with the Cuban question had been 


minimized. Business was active on the up- 
grade and the final prices were the best. The 
net gains averaged 1 per cent. in the ieading 
shares. Railroad bonds were less active, but 
the tendency of prices was upward, and a 
brisk inquiry was noted for the gilt-edged 
issues.

The Bank 
of England, however, is lending largely and 
the amount to be repaid to the bank in Janu- 
ary bids fair to discount the effect of the re- 
lease of government dividends on the 5th of 
that month. The sharp fall in Indian ex- 
change is due to the greater amount of Coun- 
cil drafts to be offered next week, as the re- 
sult of legislation permitting the Indian treas- 
ury to issue two cerores (20,000,000 of rupees) 
against rupee paper. The Paris and Berlin 
markets were dull.’”’

It was further helped by the 
report that over two hundred thousand bush- 
els of cash wheat had been taken yesterday, 
part of it to go east by rail, and fifty cars 
were said to be now loading at one of Ar- 
mour’s elevators for Boston by rail freight. 
The opening decline in the Liverpool cable 
was only 14d, equal to less than %c, and was 
not regarded as serious, in view of our weak- 
ness yesterday, and New York wired liberal 
acceptances last night. Northwestern and Chi- 
cago receipts as usual were a factor in the 
early tone. ‘Those points reported 459 cars, 
as compared with 458 cars last week and 952 
last year. Opening prices for May were prac- 
ticaHy the same as yesterday's closing figures, 
initial trading being at 79%@80, yesterday's 
closing being 79%. After 804, was quoted the 
market became heavy on selling my many of 
the heaviest operators on the board, which 
slowly but surely pressed prices downward. 
One operator was credited with disposing of 
over a million bushels, and the depression 
which naturally followed the unloading of 
such large quantities of wheat on a rather un- 
willing market was increased by rumors that 
it was for Armour. Cudahy was also credited 
with it, but this was emphatically denied by 
that gentleman. The result was that May by 
10:30 o’clock had deciined to 79%. That, how- 
ever, was the lowest point of the day. it soon 
became evident that the clearances would be 
heavy, and as confirmatory dispatches as to 
crop damage came in the selling furore was 
checked and prices began an advance to 80.

The weather continues pleasant; it is 
utterly too much so to meet the views 
of farmers, as the clear, warm weather 
brings no moisture, and the hill pas- 
ture needs it. 3 

Los Angeles county—Los Angeles 
city: The weather during the week was 
warmer than the average with a drizzle 
of rain on the night of the 12th. The 
highest temperature was 82 deg., and 


the lowest 46 deg. La Cafiada: Warm, | 


pleasant weather prevailed during the 
week. Navel orange trees are in bloom. 
Highest temperature, 69 deg.; lowest, 
44 deg.

les. It is believed also that the entrance

ART EXHIBITION. - 

<The private view of the pictures ex- 

hibited by the Pasadena Art Union 
was largely attended this afternoon, 
the display being held in the Board 
of Trade rooms, which were beautified 
with potted palms for the occasion. 
Upon the north wall was shown the 
rarely harmonious piece of work de- 
signed by Mr. Samann for the New 
York Criminal Court room, and which 
has been placed in that building. The 
work shows that Mr. Samann is a mas- 
ter of decorative art, and drawing, 


is a figure of Justice seated between 
two pillars, and over her is the eagle, 
while at her feet crouches the lion of 
power.

MEXICAN THREATS REGARDING 


THE PURSUERS OF DUNHAM, 


> 


Great Umbrage Taken at the New 
American Invasion of Mexico. 
Rumor That Dunham is in 
Lower California and Within 
Reach, 


SAN DIEGO, Dec. 17.—(Regular Cor- 
respondence.) By the way the war 
representatives of the Mexican govern- 
ment are talking at the frontier post 
of Tia Juana, a timid person might 
be led to believe that war was immi- 
nent between Mexico and the United 
States, all because Sheriff Lyndon of 
Santa Clara county, ex-United States 
Marshal George Gard and others have 
invaded the back country of Lower 
California nominally in quest of one 
Dunham, the San José murderer. As 
the military and police business is dull 
below the line the officials are heartily 
glad of an opportunity to chase some- 
thing, and they propose to give Gard 
and associates particular “fits” if they 
catch them. The rurales are being 
concentrated for a purusit of the in- 
vading band of Americans, who seek 
a& murderer without permission from 
the republic of Mexico. These rurales 
Say that Gard will be warned to re- 
turn to the United States, and if 
he does not heed the warning, he and 
his party will be marcheda“to the En- 
senada jail, there to languish until 
the slow wheels of Mexican law shall 
revolve and decide their fate. The 
threats of some of these tin-soldier 
chaps at Tia Juana outpost are sim- 
ply awful. That Gard should invade 
Mexico without governmental permis- 
Sion shocks the sense of the Mexican 
idea of propriety. 

Constable Clark of' this city makes 
a statement about Dunham which, if 
true, is somewhat of a reection on 
the wisdom of the ‘leaders of tha 
posse now searching for the murderer, 
Clark says: “I deny that I sent any 
word to Sheriff Lyndon, and I am not 
responsible for the present hunt for 
Dunham. When Lyndon returns from 
the desert and Dunham is still at 
large, I shall ask Lyndon if he wants 
Dunham. If he does, I can take him to 
aman right here who has talked with 
Dunham within a week. He- knows 
where’ Dunham is, and has known for 
three months. Dunham ts in Lower 
California, but he is not within 175 
miles of where Lyndon and Gard are 
going.”’ 

MEXICAN IMPUDENCE. 

This county has to be put to extra 
expense to gratify the curiosity ofa 
pettifogging spirit evinced by repre- 
sentatives of the Mexican government, 
which amounts to an insult to the local 
civil authorities. Last April Sam 
Thing, in company with his brother, 
Deputy Sheriff Frank Thing, at- 
tempted to arrest Santiago Socias, who 
was wanted for murder in Orange 
county. As Socias attempted to draw 
a pistol he was shot and killed by 
Sam Thing, and the Coroner’s jury ex- 
onerated Thing from any chargé of 
murder. The dead man was a citizen 
of Mexico. 

Mexican Consul Lomeli investigated 
the case, as relatives of the dead man 
asserted that Thing had a grudge 
against Socias. In deference to the 
wishes of the State Department, Thing 
will be tried for murder and when he 
was brought before Justice Bryan yes- 
terday, Assistant District Attorney 
Utley gave the Mexican Consul a 
hauling over the coals such as that 
gentleman is likely to remember. Mr. 
Utley said: “I think it is only fair to 
state to Your Honor in this case that 
an inquest was held on the body of 
Santiago Socias, whom the defendant 
is charged with having murdered, and 
at that inquest the jury returned a 
verdict exonerating the defendant from 
any charge of murder. Subsequent to 
the inquest inquiries were made by the 
Mexican Consul, representing his gov- 
ernment, the deceased being a citizen 
of Mexico, and correspondence was 
with the State Department, and this 
prosecution has been instigated because 
the Mexican Consul has given it out

NEWLAND RANCH,

The Life Almost Squeezed Out of 
Him by a Gang Plow Drawn by 
Eight Horses—Bound Over for 
Burglary—News Notes. 


SANTA ANA, Dec. 17.—(Regular Cor- 


Trespondence.) Theodore Lang is still 


in the land of the living, but his ex- 
istence on this mundane sphere at this 
time is attributable to a little good 
luck that he had out on the Newland 
ranch, about twenty miles east of this 
city, a few-days ago. 
Mr. Lang came to this valley a few 
months ago and recently went to work 
on the Newland ranch as teamster, 
taking the place of a man who had pre- 
ceded him in the working of. an eight- - 
horse team on a large gang plow. The 
young man went out to work as usual 
Friday marning of last week, and he 
had not‘been long on the plow until, as 
he spoke rather sharply to the- wheel 
team, the horses all stepped quickly 
ahead so suddenly that Mr. Lang was 
jerked off the seat backward. He fell 
inside of the triangle frame of the 
gang plow, and before he could extri- 
cate himself he was drawn forward in 
a Kneeling position, his feet having 
been twisted under and back af him in 
such a manner that he had no use of 
them. A large iron band around the 
beam over him had caught him in the 
back and was gradually drawing him 
down to a cruel and painful death, the 
very life apparently being squeezed out 
of him. He had tried several times to 
Stop the team, but on they went, and 
tighter became the position of the un- 
fortunate lad in his death-trap. His 
breath was almost gone, but he 
thought he would make one more 
trial to stop the team. Summoning all 
his strength, he called out again to 
the team, and this time they came to 
a standstill. But so tightly was he 
wedged under the beam that he could 
not extricate himself, and he had not - 
enougl; strength to lift out the plow. 
Trusting that the team would not 
again start, he had to content himself 
with waiting until one of the drivers 
of.the other-teams working near him 
might discover his predicament and 
come to his rescue. It was perhaps ten 
minutes before one of the drivers came 
up, but the time seemed an age to the 
young man under the plow. Willing and 
strong hands quickly lifted the great 
weight and, Mr. Lang, more dead than 
alive, crawled from under the plow. 
He was taken to the ranch-house and 
kindly waited upon until medical as- 
sistance could be summoned. At first 
his back was thought to be broken, 
but later it was ascertained that it 
was only badly strained, and that he 
had been squeezed almost to a pulp. 
The young man is a member of Court 
City of the Straits, No. 2, Detroit, 
Mich., Foresters of America, and he 
had his membership card with him. 
This he sent to this city to the local 
branch of the order, and was at once 
sent for and brought into the city. He 
was taken to the Brunswick Hotel, 
where he is now located and being 
cared for by theorder of Foresters. He 
is recovering from his injuries, which 
are not as bad as was at first thought, 
and in another week or two will per- 
haps be able to go to work again. In 
conversation with The Times corre- 
spondent today the young man stated 
that if the team had gore twenty feet 
farther he would not have cared 
whether they stopped or not. He said 
that he felt the life being gradually 
squeezed out of him, and that when he 
called out the last time for the team 
to stop he felt that it was his last ef- 
fort to save himself.
